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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that the prior art does not show two L-shaped members. However, Baker teaches a cutting 
guide 1 1 having a L-shaped member (see Fig. 1 and 3). Also, Volk teaches a support bracket 38 having a L-shaped member and the 
motivation to combine both references. Regarding a first angled cut at an obtuse angle and the second angle cut at an acute angle, 
Castleton teaches an obtuse angle B and an acute angle A. Also, Applicant argues that the prior arts don't show the cutting guide and 
the support bracket spaced a short distance from their respective ends. However, Baker teaches the cutting guide 1 1 spaced a short 
distance from the end (see Fig. 1). Volk teaches the support bracket 38 spaced a short distance from the end (see Fig. 1). 
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
